Rond and wounded the four inmates, 

In both cases the gunmen escaped, 
despite the fact that the strects were 
crowded.—Reuter.

HILDREN'S clothes are so easy to make that I sup- 
pose there are very few mothers who don’t at least 
supplement their ready-made purchases with a few gar- 
ments they themselves have made. And the quantity of 
fabric needed is relatively so small that the cost is low. 


Many girls, too, from the age of 12 like to tackle some dress- 
making for themselves, They have outgrown the days when 
dressing of dolls interests and amuses them, and want to try some- 
thing a bit moro profitable. This fs a good instinct to encourage, 
for it is practical work that will be of use to them later on. It 
develops their dress sense and their feeling for colours and 
fabrics. So to-day I’vo chosen a pattern which mother and young 
daughter can work on together. 

The pattern which Angrave has illustrated here, provides a 
most varied outfit for the girl aged from 8 to 16 years. Let’s see 
what sort of ensemble we can make from it.

First of all a skirt, a simple straightforward one with an 
inverted box pleat at the centre front, a seam at each side and a 
plain, slightly flared back.

‘the Governor, under sub-section (2) 


of section 32 of the Protectlon of 
Women -and Girls Ordinance, 1938, 
appoints that June 24 45 the date 
within three months of which persons 
having In thelr custedy or. control 
any girl the legal guardianship ‘of 
iwhom js, pursuant to section 31 (1) 
of thnt Ordinance, vested in the 
Seeretury for Chinese . Affalrs shall 
give nollce thercof to the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs In manner pre- 
scribed by regulations. 

The text of section 32 of the Ordin-

by notification in the Gazette give 
notice thereof in a manner to be 
prescribed by regulations. : 

(3) Every person who acquires the 
custody or control of any such girl 
shall within one month from the date 
of acquiring such custody or control 
give notice thereof in a manner to be 
prescribed by regulations. 

(4) Every person who brings into 
the Colony uny such girl shall within 
une week from the date of bringing 
such girl Into the Colony give notice 
thiicot in a manner te be prescribed 
by rgulations: 

Provided that nothing in this eection 
shall apply in the case of any girl 
required to be registered under the 
Remole Domestic Service Ordinance,

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‘ITALY’S BIG: 
SPENDING... 

FOR FASCIST 
CONVERTS 


124 MILLION LIRE. 
“A YEAR

Rome. 

Italy .spends 124 million Ire 
ennunlly on propngandn of various 
Klnds in foreign couritries in an effort 
to make new converts for Fasclsm 
and to keep Italians living abroad in 
closer contact with thelr homeland, a 
study of the current financial budget 
reveals. 

Almost half of this money, most 
of whitch comes from the budget of 
the Ministry for Foreign Affairs, is 
spent on Italian schools abroad. The 
Italian government maintains 138 
schools in foreign Iands and gives 
financial assistance to an additional 
654. 

This alone costs the government 
60 million Ilre yearly. These schools, 
which are chiefly established in the 


United States,; South America and 


France, have a total attendance of 
65,000. The pupils are almost ex- 
clusively sons and daughters of 
Itailans ving abroad and the main 
alm of the schools is to teach them 
Italinn and get them Interested’ in 
the new Fascist Italy, 

Noturally the Itallan government 
hopes the majority of these Itallan 
boys will opt for Italian citizenship 
when they become of age, rather 
than accepting the nationnllty of the 
country in which they were born. 


The Fascist Party boasts that more 
than 80,000 Italinn hoys and girls 
living In foreign countries are now 
regularly inseribed jn the Balilla 
organisation, recently renamed the 
“Gloventu del Littorio.” 


According to a recent purty com- 
munication some 10,000 spplications 
for membership in thts organization 
were received in Latin America 
nione last year, The government 
yeurly spends between five and six 
million Hre in assisting these forelan 
branches. 


Last year the government at its 
own expense brought 18,500 of these 
Itallan boys back to Italy to spend 
a few weeks in summer camps with 
their young Fascist brothers, Many 
of them came from the United States 
and Latin America, The same 
thing will be done this summer. 


In addition to the Fascist organiza~ 
tions in forefgn countries which are 
directly subsidized by the govern- 
ment, there are many private Italian 
associations and clubs supported by 
wealthy Italian communitics, This 
is particulirly true [n the United 
States where the Order of the Sons 
of Italy is a flourishtng organisation. 
In South America there is on 
Assoctntion of Italtans. 


Most of these non-official oryzaniza- 
tions have a _idistinct bond with 
Fascist Italy. Many of them opernte 
on programmes Inid down by the 
“Dunte Alighieri," which is a gfovern- 
ment and = supported orjtanization 
ereated to spread Italan culture and 
propeganda In foreign countries, This 
organization has 200 committees [In 
foreign countries with a total 
membership of 23,000, 


To further this work the govern- 
ment spends 10,000,000 lire arinunily 
which is entered in the Forelgn 
Affalrs budget as “defence of Itali- 
anity “abroad.” = Exactly how this 
sum Is expended is not divulged, 


The second biggest item for foreign 
propaganda, after schools, {is 20 
million lire annually for “tourist 
propaganda.” This appears in the 
budget of the Ministry of Popular 
Culture, This moncy mostly ts spent 
on foreign advertising to attract 
tourlsts to Italy. 


In addition the Ministry of Popular 
Culture spends about two and one- 
half million Ure annually on keeping 
Italinn press ottuches in the capitals 
of the world. The chicf. tasic of 
these men js to try to obtain a better 
press for Fascist Italy in foreign 
newspapers. 


Other items of a propaganda nature 
in the budgets of the ministries of 
Popular Culture and Forelgn Affairs 
are: special political missions abroad, 
L.3,000,000; broadcasts to foreign 
countries, ‘L.500,000; forelgn confer- 
ences and congress, L.1,170.000; 
Secret expenses, L.1,080,v00,

Very much has been said, and 
much more will be said, about 
the responsibility of member 
states of the British Common- 
wealth if one or another of them 
should be involved in war, 
There has always been a section 
of the public in Canada, for in- 
stance, which holds that the 


‘| Dominion should not go to war, 


even if some other part of the 
Iempire were attacked, without 
a referendum, or, at very least, 
a vote in Parliament. There is 
an obvious flaw in the argument 
against automatle co-operation 
in times of hostilities. If any 
state accepts the advantages of 
membership in the Empire, it 
must also accept responsibility 
for defence of that Empire— 
every portion of it, from 
the vast provinces of India, 
Australia and Canada to 
the pin-points on the map which 
are strategic British islands 
throughout the seven seas. 
Wherever violence is used 
against the British flag, it is the 
duty of all British people to 
prepare ‘for its defence; other- 
wise they have no right to 
expect to enjoy the prestige and 
protection which the British 
flag assures them. At the mo- 
ment the Canadian Government 
clings to the idea of*independent 
action in the emergency of war. 
But there is no significance in 
that; it is no more than a mani- 
festation of an increasing na- 
tional consciousness and national 
pride. Were the Empire, or 
any part of it, ever to be en- 
gaged in war there can be no 
doubt of the reaction of the 
Canadisn people. They would 
respond as they have always 
done. ;

AMONGST: is 
CHINESE WOMEN 


T. Paul Gregory Reveals 
Some. Interesting Facts 


One of the usual, if not entirely oxpected phases of Chincso 
life, is the prevalence of organisations or associations of various 
kinds which are moro or less subject to the same rules os the 
secret orders of the West. These Chinese socicties, moreover, are 
of almost masonic exclusivencss, and are especially distinguished 
from kindred developments elsewhere inasmuch as they are mostly 


confined. to .the 80-called Oriental 


“Fourth Estate”. This, however, 


‘docs not’ infer: that the raison d'ctre of their existence is for some 
sinister, purposo—far from it. On the contrary, they are full of 
interest,ias they are of considerable antiquity, and have como into 
being from. various motives—praise-worthy, as well as equivocal— 
exerting their mystic influence upon the Chinese proletariat of both 


sexes, ~" 


Those which flourish amongst the 
fair sex are, however, on account 
of their singulnrity and the strenuous 
efforts made by thelr members to 
keep their purposes secret, the most 
Interesting. They are, morcover, 
so little known that they are 
almost a terra incognita to even 
the Chinese themselves. These 
feminine organisations are real- 
ly soreritles or “sisterhoods” and 
ineredible .as it) may scem = ire 
of most frequent occurrence amongst 
the servant class of Chinese women. 
Indecd, it Js alleged that a consider- 
able portion of the Chiftese amahs In 
the Colony are members of one or 
other of these curlous woeol or 
“societies” which have no counter- 
part in any other land. One may 
have noticed If one has at all been 
Inquisitive that the great bulls of 
Chinese maideservants in South 
China are spinsters and hail {rom 
one section of the country—the Shun- 
trek district in Kwangtung, 

These women are noted for thelr 
sturdy Independence, largely on nce 
count of the fact that thelr maternal 
ancestors, have for unnumbered 
venerations, been accustomed to earn 
their livelihood by tending the silk- 
worms for whlch the district is 
famous. -The economic depression of 
a few years ago, however, changed 
all this, and owing to the low price 
of silk, thousands of women and 
sirls were forced to migrate to the 
cities in serrch of employment. Most 
of them, incidentally, found worl 
as domestic servants, thus bringing

Regardless of what is popularly be- 
Heved, the fundamental alm of these

There might have 
been no time to consult Parlia- 
ment, though that body of 
elected. representatives would 
have the subsequent right to de: 
clare if Canada was at war, or 
the reverse, by granting or 
withholding supply.” 


Mr. R. B. Bennett, Canadian 
Opposition leader, in expressing 
his personal opinion, says: 
“Canada, .as a member of the 
British Empire, is automatically 
at war if.the Pmpire is attacked, 
Constitutionally there is no es- 
cape from this condition, save 
separation from the Empire. No 
casulstry, no‘specioug pleas of 
autonomy in decisions on foreign 
policy can wine out this inescap- 
able fact. ‘| Where the Empire 
is involved in. hostilities it is the 
country with which it is at war 
that determines that the whole 
Empire is engaged in the strug- 
gle. No attention would be 
paid .to any contrary opinion 
reached by the ParHament of 
this country. That may be a 
humiliating thought to a certain 
section of public opinion, that 
the country must face certain 
eventualities in which it cannot 
itself. decide quéstions of war 
and peace.. That is the penalty

perpetual chastity, partake of only 
vegetarian food, or to act as “blood 
sisters” to those with whom they 
share the mutual secrets of their ttle 
woot or “lodge.” 


“Preservation Of 
Chastity” 


Sisterhoods for the “preservation of 
chastity’’ arc the most usual forms 
of sccret.-soclettes amongst Chinese 
maid-scervants. One of these {s known 
in the vernacular os the Kam-laan- 
wool, or “Golden Orchid Socicty. Its 
membern pledge themselves to oaths 
to maintain their virginal purity until 
death, and although many of these 
women marry in order to secure the 
benefit allegedly accruing. to the 
Position of being the kit-faat-ts’ai or 
‘legal wife” of some man, they never 
live with their husbands. In fact, 
the latter have no marital rights 
whatsoever, and the girl although she 
foes through the form of marriage, 
and stays in the home of her husband 
for three days, rigidly maintains her 
maidenly status. Members of her 
sorority have bound the lower limbs 
of her person from her ankles to her 
mid-waist with yards of cloth, and 
thus mummy-like she is taken to the 
residence of the man she Is 
to “marry.” She docs not par- 
take of food or drink in 
the man's house, but fs supplied 
by those of her “sisterhood” who are 
In constant attendance. As soon as 
the three days’ wedding ceremony Js 
ended the maid is conveyed away 
by her “sisters” never again to set 
foot in her “husband's” home except 
on rare occasions of ritual {clicitation, 
which when completed, she immedi- 
ately departs, 

The advantages of having such a 
“wife, who is one in name'only, must 
gppear very dublous to the 
“husband,” but it may be stated that 
according to the Shun-tak custom, 
the "wife" buys a concubine for him 
so that he may be assured of Issue. 

The rensons for the = singular 
behaviour 6n the part of the members 
of the Kam-laan-wool are stated to be 
primarily a fear’ of motherhood, and 
h dread of the thralldom of being 
under the “thumb” of a mother-in- 
law. The actual explanation, how- 
ever, appears to -be based on the 
sanctity of the celibate, that holiness 


is only commensurate with purity, | try 


and that’ the represston of all 
sensuality is the summtm bonum of 
human existence. 


Pathological 


‘There is also another type of 
associntton which !s entered in be- 
tween two women and which Is 
indubitably of a pathological char- 
acter.. It is termed in Cantonese 
K’ai-scung-chi or “Confidantes’ and 
has been frequently described «in 
medical literature. In this type of 
relationship, one of the ‘girls goes 
through. a form of marriage with 
tha other, which is carried out in the 
‘presence of witnesses and fs regarded 
by the participants as Icgal and 
binding. Such Jove is, of course, 
perverted, and happily of very rare 
occurtence. 


Other forms of secret societics in 
vogue amongst Cantonese maid- 
sorvonts ore the various shik-te' ol- 
qwoot.of “vegetarian associations, 
Thena are stated. to be immensely 
popular ‘and on account of their con- 
nectlon with -Buddhism have been 

garded with: considcrable favour, 
Toy are, howover, subject to strict, 
rules and pre imbued with - mony 
octult principles, which are, of 
course, known only to those women 
who have been duly Initiated -irito 
thelr mysteries..

With the epening of the London 
Season and the Inauguration of the 
Glasgow Emplre Exhibition by the 
King and Queen these aristocrats of 
the underworld are pollshing up their 
technique and laying: plans for wore 
hering a rich barvest. 


Tt is evident that their “season” has 
already begun, for only a week or so 
ago an Australian business man met 
three “charming stockbrokers’ in a 
liner on the way to England. Later 
he met therm “by uecident" In London, 
and on their advice had a “flutter,” 
and, of course, lost.

to pick up some purchases he had 
“forgotten.” A few minutes later he 
rushes out and explains that “they” 
cannot change a £60 (or £100) note 
—-the only money he has left—-and 
asits the “sucker” to lend him enough 
to pay the bills, So carefully has 
confidence been gained that the 
victim honds over all the spare cush 
he has. The “steerer" re-enters the 
building, Needless to add, he does 
not come out agauin—by the same 
door! 

You may be thinking that no one 
could catch you in this manner, I 
wonder!
